fered a stroke of apoplexy Wednesday 
night at his summer home at Ventnor, 
near here, was reported to be “still 
alarming" early today. 
His personal physician, Dr. Eliwood 
R. Kirby of Philadelphia, was in con­ 
sultation with two local physicians. 
Vare is 60 years old, the age at 
which both his brothers died. 
He suffered from acute indigestion 
and from pleurisy at Ventnor 
this 
spring. This weakened him. Accord­ 
ing to Dr. Kirby, the stroke of apop­ 
lexy has cost the senator-elect the 
use of his left arm and left leg. He 
fell out of bed while trying to strug­ 
gle to his feet. 
Some of his friends here were in- 


er of the flight, E. W. Gilmour, radio 
operator, and Fred Pierce, mechanic, 
all were in good condition despite 
their harrowing experience. 
The men were picked up at a point 
about 1.600 miles due east t of New 
York and a little more than 700 miles 
west of their starting point, Horta, 
Azores.

Insects in the lawn can be eradi­ 
cated, County Agent H. R. McCulloch 
states. 
Large black ants may be destroyed 
by sealing all the openings in the 
mound. Then make an opening in the 
center of the hill to a depth of a few 
inches using a piece of wood or a pipe 
for the purpose. Into this opening 
pour a half 
cup 
of carbon 
bi­ 
sulphide, a liquid which forms a gas 
heavier than air. This will penetrate 
the burrows and kill the insects. Cover 
the hill with a wet newspaper. 
Small red ants in the lawns may be 
desroyed by placing a few grains of 
sodium flouride into the openings and 
onto the mounds thrown up on the 
grass. Do not use to excess as there 
may be some temporary burning of 
the grass. 
Dust preparations such as dry bor- 
deaux mixture or hydrated lime scat­ 
tered over the plants will protect 
them and drive snails away. Keep the 
yard free from rubbish and pieces of 
wood under which snails can hide 
in daytime. Us$ salt on the animals 
or scatter it in places where the vege­ 
tation will not be affected.

Gun Saves Life 


; Being Planned

CAMBRIDGE, 
Mass..

3 — 
Plans for a complete series of health 
education films designed specifically 
for class-room use in public schools 
have been completed under an agree­ 
m ent by which the Departm ent of 
Biology and Public Health will co­ 
operate with the Eastm an Teaching j 
Films, Inc., in what is said to be the 
most comprehensive programme of its 
kind ever attempted. 
One of the leading authorities on 
child education, Dr. C. E. Turner, 
Professor 
of 
Biology 
and 
Public 
H ealth at Technology, will direct the j 
production of the films. 
The series of films, Dr. Turner said ,; 
will be extensive and complete and 
will present teaching material in the I 
field of health in much the same way 
th at recent films have contributed; 
to the teaching of geography, civics 
and other subjects. 
Movies Aid Schools 
“The motion picture,“ he said, “has 
a tremendous contribution to make 
public 
education. 
Its 
possibilities 
have been little realized up to the 
present because very few films have 
been made specifically for the class 
room. The type of film adapted for 
general and adult audiences has little 
value as a definite tool in education. 
“The nature and functions of the 
body and problems in health control 
of the environment, all presented with 
the greatest scientific accuracy and so 
produced to Interest the child, are in­ 
cluded in the program of film sub­ 
jects.” 
One of the greatest opportunities 
offered by this method of education, 
Professor Turney pointed out, is that 
films present life in motion. 
The 
child will be shown those basic facts 
of physiology and health procedures 
which are now a part of the best 
health educations of 
the country. 
These will be presented within the 
scope of his understanding and in a 
m anner which would be impossible 
without tjie aid of motion pictures. 
Class Room Films. 
Every film will be prepared for a 
particular grade level and will defi­ 
nitely recognize the extent and lim ita­ 
tions of the health knowledge already 
acquired by the child. The first pro­ 
ductions, it is expected, will be for 
th e use of upper intermediate and 
Junior high schools. When completed 
the series will present a complete pro­ 
gram of health education for public 
schools.

SEASON OUTLINED 
BY COMMISSIONERS 


The state game commission has 
just issued printed copies of the new 
game regulations governing the bag 
lim its and open season for 1928. 
As previously announced, the open 
season for deer this year will per­ 
m it only the legal killing of doe deer, 
the buck being protected. Deer w ith­ 
out antlers and weighing 50 pounds 
or more may be killed from December 
1 to 15 inclusive, but only one deer is 
allowed to be taken by a hunter d u r­ 
ing the season. 
The limit has been taken off h u n t­ 
ing camps in the new regulations as 
each member of sifch camp may shoot 
a doe during the 1328 season. 
The season for killing bear will 
open on November 1 and close on De­ 
cember 15, with hunting in November 
only on Thursday, Friday and S atu r­ 
day. A hunter may kill only one bear 
and the limit to a camp is four. First 
year cubs are protected. 
O ther bag limits on game in this 
«ection are outlined as follows: 
Blackbirds, closed; reed bird closed 
by federal law; shore birds, yellow, 
legs, greater and lesser, closed. 
Shore birds—Wilson snipe of jack 
snipe, October 15 to November 30 i 
each week only.

C ontrary to the opinion th a t the 
Eo-called “yes m an ” is the principal 
Jobholder in a studio, at least one 
film producer says he has no use for 
th e agreeable fellow. 
Louis B. M ayer likes men about him 
w ho can say “no” when they believe 
it’s the right answer, and say so in 
no uncertain terms.

HARRISBURG, Aug. 3.—The the­ 
ory that native game is the best game 
guides the state commission in the 
administration of its duties. 
Frequent purchases of deer and tur­ 
keys from various sources have satis­ 
fied the commission according to W. 
Gard Conklin chief of the bureau of 
refuges that It ls almost useless to 
try to stock the forests with other 
than native stock. Purchased 
deer 
were found to be semi-domestic and 
instead of making their homes in the 
mountain fastnesses would reside on 
the borders of farms and would make 
frequent foraging 
expeditions 
into 
farmer’s crops. 
‘Wild” turkey frequently could not 
be driven away from the game refuge 
keepers homes and mingled and bred 
with the farmer’s .domestic fowl. 
So instead of purchasing and free­ 
ing game the commission confines 
its activities largely to the establish­ 
ment and maintenance of game re­ 
fuges where the native stock can 
breed and flourish without fear of the 
guns of hunters. 
In carrying out this policy 
two 
types of game refuges have been es­ 
tablished. They are the primary state 
game refuges of which there are 35 
each cared for by a refuge keeper and 
87 auxiliary state game 
refuges on 
lands for which the hunting rights 
have been leased for ten years or 
more. The 35 permanent refuges have 
an area of 78,926 acres 
compared 
with 27,302 acres of auxiliary 
re­ 
fuges. 
In connection with each refuge the 
commission proceeds on the theory 
that it is essential that the state own 
or control the hunting rights on ap­ 
proximately five times as much land 
as is intended for the refuge proper 
so as to prevent the possibility of in­ 
dividuals or clubs acquiring by pur­ 
chase or lease land adjoining and ob­ 
taining benefit designed to accrue to 
the public.

Accord­ 
ing to the booklet issued by the city 
department of finance, containing the 
annual report of all the departments 
in the city system, garbage men pick­ 
ed up and Incinerated exactly 350 dogs 
last year. 
There are either more dogs to be 
killed or less cats to be had for the 
report states that there were 107 cats 
incinerated. 
The year ended with 5,550 tons of 
garbage collected and incinerated by 
the city and it is estimated that there 
were 1,200 loads of garbage hauled to 
the disposal plant by produce firms 
and others.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 3 — 
Quarantine regulations on the move- 
nent of white and other five-leafed 
)ines have been revised to accord 
vith the blister rust 
situation 
in 
Pennsylvania and other states affect­ 
'd according to an announcement to- 
lay from the Department of Agricul- 
,ure. 
The revision is effective Au­ 
gust 15. 
Of chief interest to Pennsylvania 
growers is the removal of restrictions 
m the movement of these woods from 
Wisconsin and Minnesota to Penn- 
tylvania. The modification is due to 
surveys by the Bureau of Plant In- 
iustry which indicate that the pre­ 
valence of blister rust, against which 
;he regulations were aimed, in these 
itates is of the same intensity. 
Currant and gooseberry plants may 
ue shipped under the revised rules 
without Federal permit and without 
nspection of environs, provided the 
plants are dipped in lime-sulphur so­ 
lution, and maintain conditions pre­ 
scribed in existing regulations. These 
plants, in view of the part they play 
as hosts to the blister rust infection, 
occupy an important position in the 
blister rust situation. 
The Bureau’s studies, it is said, have 
confirmed the effectiveness of the 
Ribes-free zone and the lime-sulphur 
dip as methods of control for blister
